
Crop Prospects

A review of crop reports receiv¬ 
ed this week from 15 Alberta 
Wheat Pool agents in the County 
of Vulcan shows that conditions 
are generally considered to be 
"very good” with the warm, sunny 
weather and ‘very light winds of 
the past week providing ideal 
growing conditions. 

The week of July 16-23 passed 
without, further hail damage and 
rainfall ranged from one-tenth of 
an inch at Brant to eight-tenths 
at Milo. 

In the south-east cprner of the 
county, agents at Armada, Lomond 
and Travers make the observation 
that an inch of rain in about a 
week’s time would be welcome to 
help fill the heavy crops. 

Rye and winter wheat are starl¬ 
ing to ripen. Haying and summer¬ 
fallowing are in full swing in all 
districts.

Only 15 persons attended the an¬ 
nual meeting of the Vulcan Dis¬ 
trict Recreation Society Friday. 
July 16 which saw the present 
slate of . officers re-elected and 
plans outlined to apply, through 
the town, for a centennial grant 
for the centre building project. 
Sparse attendance was attributed 
mostly to the mid-summer date of 
the meeting, however this was 
necessary due to conditions of the 
Societies Act and the urgency of 
the centennial plans. 

Almost a repeat slate of officers 
was named including president, 
Pat Walker; vice-president, John 
Wolfe; secretary, Virginia Mit¬ 
chell; treasurer, Gordon Brown; 
publicity chairman, Frank Wythe; 
finance, Bill Richardson; building, 
Boyd McKay. 

Directors appointed at the meet¬ 
ing are Wallace Taylor, Lundy 
Findlay, Dick Hammer, Mel Jor¬ 
dan, Howie Klippert, David Mit¬ 
chell, Peter Pickersgill. 

Of the $30,000 purchase price of 
the former Meadowlark Park curl¬ 
ing rink of Calgary, of which the 
moveable portions are stored at 
Vulcan, the gathering was told by 
Gordon Brown in his financial re¬ 
port, that $1,654.29 is still owing 
to contractor Bill Wcarmouth. 
Also owing is $6,730.61 on a bank 
loan and at present there is a 
bank balance of approximately 
$350 plus postdated cheques to the 
value of $942.90 

To this point the society has 
raised a total of $19,416.00 through 
public donations and $1,005.00 
through such money - making 
schemes as the carnival put on by 
women’s organizations, raffles, etc. 

Immediate problem facing the 
recreation group concerns the pos¬ 
sibility of a centennial grant. It is 
feasible that the building of this 
recreation centre could be named 
as Vulcan and district's centennial 
project giving it a per capita 
grant. However application must 
be in the name of the Town of 
Vulcan and must be made before 
August 31. 

The County of Vulcan has decid¬ 
ed to waive its lights to the Cen¬ 
tennial Grants in favor of the town 
and villages and the farm popula¬ 
tions immediately adjacent thereto 
and will also contribute $1 per 
capita for the rural population in 
the areas ndjacent to the town 
and villages. The areas considered 
to be “adjacent” to the town and 
each village must he approved b> 
the County Council. 

After much discussion on the 
support which may be expected 
lrom town council it was felt a 
set of plans for the building, now 
in Calgary, and an accurate cost 
of reconstruction lie forwarded to 
council at once so application can 
be made.

BREEDING BEEF HEIFERS 
AS YEARLINGS 

There has been considerable 
controversy among stockmen con¬ 
cerning the pros and cons of breed¬ 
ing beef heifers as yearlings. 

According to H. B. Jeffery, 
Supervisor of Artificial Insemina¬ 
tion with the Alberta Department 
of Agriculture, this practice has 
some strong arguments in its 
favour. For instance, as extra calf 
should be realized during the pro¬ 
ductive life of each cow and non¬ 
breeders can be weeded out a year 
sooner. This means the number of 
herd replacements that have to be 
carried will be less. 

Breeding heifers as yearlings, 
however, is not without its man¬ 
agement problems, warns Mr. Jef¬ 
frey. A high percentage of calving 
problems in most herds occur with 
heifers. If losses are to be kept 
to a mimimum the heifers must 
be well-grown before they are 
bred. Mr. Jeffery says they should 
weigh from 650 to 700 pounds at 
this time and that this weight 
should come from the size of their 
frame; not from excess fat. 

A study reported by the U.S:D.A. 
relating calving problems to 
weights of heifers just before calv¬ 
ing showed that in the smaller 
group (625-774 lbs.) 16 per cent of 
the calves were born dead and 36 
per cent of the heifers had trouble 
calving. In the middle group 6 per 
cent of the calves were born dead 
and 15 per cent of the heifers had 
trouble calving. In the heavier 
group (925 pounds and over) 4 
per cent had calves born dead and 
9 per cent of the heifers had dif¬ 
ficulty calving. 

Mr. Jeffery points out that the 
cost of breeding yearling heifers 
involves additional feed during the 
first and second winters. When 
possible first-calf heifers should be 
fed separately from the main cow 
herd.
